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Of the ECLIPSES of the two great Luminaries in 
1775. 

OUR times, to the Inhabtiants of this earthly Globe, 
will the two great Lights of Heaven be deprived from 
their Sight, twice each Luminary, and they will happen in 
the following Order, as they were calculated and tranſmit- 
ted to me by my aſtronomical Friend Mr. Henry Andrews, 
Teacher of the Mathematics at Reyſten in Hertfordſhire. 

The firſt is a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, upon the 15th 
Day of February, but inviſible to us here in England; for 
with reſpect to Londen, our Metropolis, the middle Time of 
the Eclipſe happens a few Minutes after Three o'Clock in 
the Afternoon, and it will be quite over at half an Hour 
paſt Four, which will be at leaſt 20 Minutes before the 
Moon can riſe ; but in more eaſterly Situations ſhe will riſe 
edipſed, as it will do more or leſs in Germany, Poland, 
Denmark, Sweden, and Lapland. 

The Second will be a ſolar Defect on the iſt of March, 
about our Ten at Night, therefore inviſible at London; it i5 
a great Eclipſe to the South of the Line, where the Sun is 
viſible. 

The Third is a lunar Eclipſe, and happens on the 11th 
of Auguf?, at 10 min paſt ſeven in the Morning, therefore 
inviſible to us in England; at the Time of the greateſt De- 
fect, the Moon will be vertical to that Part of the Globe 
which lies in about 109 deg. of Weſt Longitude from Len- 
don, and in 14 dep. and 48 Min, of South Latitude, and 
conſequently will be viſible in N. and S. America, where 
they will fee her 10 Digits eclipſed on her lower Limb, 

The Fourth and laſt is of the Sun, and happens on the 
26th of Auguſl; the ecliptic Conjunction with reſpect to 
London happens 6 Minutes paſt Five in the Morning, and 
inviſible to us, for the viſible Conjunction happens ſo much 
ſooner, that the Eclipſe is quite over before the Sun can 
riſe here in England; but in more eaſterly Situations, the 
Sun will be more or leſs eclipſed at his Riſing, namely, in 
Sweden, Denmark, Germany, &c. and in 112 deg, 30 min. 
Eaſt Longitude from London, and 68 deg. 43 min, North 
Latitude; the Inhabitants (if any ſuch there be) will be en- 
tertained with a beautiful annular Eclipſe preciſely at Noon, 
much like that which was ſeen on the Kentifp Shore, in 
England, and more ſo on the Northern Coaſt of France, upon 
tte fuſt of April, 1764. ” |

of judicial Aſtrology, though the latter, 1 fear, ſeems to be 
molt prevalent.

Infortunes in the Medium Cali, which ſigniſies Princes, 
Potentates, and Great Perſons, and their Affairs are princi- 
pally concerned, ſo that we may expect to hear of Ambaſſa- 
dors from ſeveral Places and Countries of Zurope, which 
will be diſpatched in Haſte with Matters of Conſequence, 
without meeting the deſired, or wiſhed for — and 
according to Mercury's preſent Poſition, can fignify little 
elſe but (downright tricking, circumventing, and putting 
the preſent Affairs into further Diſorder and Confuſion in 
thoſe Places and Countries under Cancer and Libra.

At which Time there are 3 deg. of Libra on the Aſcend 
ant, and 4 deg. of Libra upon the Medium Cali, 
Ihe Face of the Heavens ſeems very powerful in war- 
like Affairs, and makes very tedious and troubleſome Do- 
ings in the Eaſtorn, and South Eaſt Countries; and too ma- 
ny at Home are buſy in fomenting ambiguous and falſe 
Reports, and ot ill Conſequence too in raifing the Spirits 
of ſome ditaFetted Perſons, to promote Faction and Diſcord 
amongſt vs. Some ſanctiſied Work is at Hand beyond the 
Seas, Some Catholick Charity, by the Perſecution and 
Deſtruction of Mens Bodie:, to fave their Souls, as well as 
ſome curſed Delipn ic diſturb our Religion at Home; but 
I hope, that a wiſe and watchful Government, with the 
Aſſiſtance of thoſe People who love their Prince, and the 
Happineſs of their Country, will timely diſcover and ſup- 
reſs all ſuch illegal and wicked Proceedings: And I fear, 
in this Autumn Quarter, ſome ſharp Diſtempei, incident to 
the Bodies of Men, chiefly afflicting the Stomach and Reins, 
and it is very likely there will be Inundations in ſome 
Countries, not very remote, and alſo Hyracies, and other 
Damages by Sea; and if we conſider the Quartile of the 
Sun and jupiter from bicorporeal Signs, and alſo the Con. 
junction of Saturn and Mercury in the aſcendant in Libra, 
a cardinal Sign, it looks as if Juſtice ſhould be perverted, 
and that Honeſty were in Chains, or in very little uſe in too 
many Places. This Quarter 1s naturally cold and dry, and 
which the Jews own to be the firſt Quarter of the Year, and 
their Reaſon is, Quia Tempus eff fructuorum, becaule it is a 
Time of Fruit, according to that of the Scripture. Et pro-

Of PREDICTIONS from the Influence of the Planets, &c. 


Experience and Obſervation we may be able to diſ- 

cover ** it doth manifeſtly appear) that Saturn is 
a Plauct cold and dry, and ſtirs up and encreaſes Melan- 
choly, for thuſe that are born when Saturn is in an earthly 
Sign in the Horoſcope are generally ſuch; ſo the Pla- 
net Jupiter is temperately hot and moiſt, and operates moſt 
upon ſanguine Complexions, and thereby increaſes that 
Humour; but Mars being naturally hot and dry, augments 
and ſtirs up Choler, and oftens proves an accidental Cauſe 
of Wars, &c. and alſo Diſtempers of Body, occaſioned by 
ſuper-abundance of rhat Humour in Human Bodies. The 
Sun being moderately hot and dry, ad:'s Life and Vigour 
to all Creatures, and therefore is not improperly called 
the Fountain of Lite and Heat. Venus is cold and moitt, 
but of ſo temperate a Quality, that ſhe is {aid to be a Pla- 
net that aſſiſts and fortifies Nature, and operates by her gen- 


tle Influence upon phlegmatic and melancholic Conſtitu- 


tions and Complexions. The Planet Mercury is found to 
be (and generally reputed) convertible in Nature, and 
therefore frequently participates in Operation and influen- 
tialVirtue,or Energ/ with thoſe Planets he is joined withal, 
Laſtly, the Moon is well known, I preſume, to be the Miſ- 
treſs of Moiſture, and who can truly affirm their Natures 
to be otherwiſe ? Now from theſe Conſiderations, togetner 
with their daily Configurations and Mixtures of heb Ron, 
or Beams of Light and Heat, &c. Aſtrologers deduce their 
Judgment of their Effects what may probably (not poſſitive- 
ly) happen, tor Nature works very abſtruſely; and we find 
by Experience, that one Perſon may be able to make a 
better Diſcovery than another; whence ariſes Diverſities of 
Opinion, too oſten about the ſame Thing. The Phyſician 
knows that the ſame Portion of either ſingle, or compound 
Simples will not work upon all Bodies Aide. So neither 
can the like Portion, or Power of Qualities ſtir up or work 
always the ſame, but may ſometimes receive either Intent: - 
on or Remiſſion, according to the diſpoſe Aptneſs of the 
Subject. The Elements, or elementary Bodies, not always 
admitting of their Powers alike, or when they be over- 
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ſwayed by more potent and prevalent Operations; for uni- 
verſal and particular Cauſes do many times differ, ſo as the 
one hinders the Operation of the other : And Nature may 
ſometimes be ſo abſtruſely ſhut up, that what we ſee not, 
may overpower and work beyond what we ſee. A Man 
had need therefore to have Argus his Eyes to inſpe& 
thoroughly into theſe Cauſes, and prudently to examine 
what may help and what may binder, that ſo we may not 
expoſe ourſelves to the Cenſure and Abuſes of the Critics 
of this Age, that will neither take Pains themſelves to 
ſearch into thote Myſteries of Nature, and obl ige the World 
with their Diſcoveries, nor without Reflections, nay ſcorn- 
ful Reflections, to ſuffer others. 


But in the Words of Dxbartus, I conclude this Theme. 
Senſeleſs is he, <who without bluſh denies, 
What to ſound ſenjes moſl apparent lies; 
And "gainſt experience, he that ſpits fallations, 
Is to be hift from learned diſputations. 
And ſuch is he who doth affirm the flars, 
To have no power on their inferiors. 
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
